^He iath Inftant arrived here the sweep- 
Jiaket and other Veffels with three Troops 
ofHorfe,confiftingofi50 Men, and with 
Stores and Provifions of War. The 1 $th, 
being the Morning after the New Moon 
appeared, the Alcajde fent Haunt with a 
White Flag, to acquaint Sir Palmes Fair* 
$% borne our Lieutenant- Governor, That the 
Ceflation was expired 5 and the fame day 
the Moon made fcveral Shot at our Sentinels, and were Anfwer- 
ed in the like kind. From the 1 5th to the aoth there pulled no- 
thing of Adion : But a Council of War having been held , It 
was Refolved to March out, in order to the Recovering fome of 
thofe Pofts which the Enemy was in Poffeffion of. Accordingly 
on the aotb, by break of day, the Horfe Marched out at Cat he- 
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r/Vw-Port, a fmall Party whereof being appointed to difcover 
the Ground , our Governor the Lord Mordant , and Mr. Sheres 
our Surveyor-General being at the head of them, galloped up 
to the Ruines of Pok-Voxt, where the Enemy uled to have a 
ftrone Guard* but rinding not fo much as a Sentinel there, they 
advanced along the Ridge of the Hill to the ground whereon 
Monmouth-Yon ttood, where likewife the Moors were wont to 
keep a conftant Guard , which Poft they alfo found deferred. In 
the mean time the Horfe being ported in convenient (rations, the 
Foot Marched out with all the filence poflibJe,confifting of Four 
Battalions,and an Advanced Party of 200 Men Commanded by 
LieiHenant-Coloneir4/«w/&,the Earl o£ Plimouth&nd feyera! Gen- 
tlemen with him , being Voluntiers, who Marching up to the 
Ground of/Ve-Fort took their Poft there* Lieutenant-Collonel 
SackpHlc , with the Battalion of Guards, was Pofted on the 
Right, upon the skirt or the faid Hill, on the Left of whom was 
a battalion of the Old Regiment of the Garrifon, Commanded 
by Captain Giles * the other two Battalions , drawn out ot 
the Scotch Regiment, were on the Left of them, Commanded 
by Major Hackeft, and Captain %//, with a Company of Gre- 
nadiers Commanded by Captain Hodges. In the Spurr within the 
Stockades, before Caiherine-Voxt, was Pofted another Battalion 
of the Old Garrifon, Commanded by Major Bojnton. Vice- 
Admiral Herbert, with 5 00 Seamen, Marched out at the Sally- 
Port, on the South-Eaft fide of the Tow*, and pofleft the 
Ground between that and Cambridge-Yon, where they Entrencht 
themfelves. The Parties being thus difpofed, a competent num- 
ber of Men, appointed fox the Works, advanced, in order to 
their Intrenching on the Ground of Pole-Fovt, where Major 
-BtcktHM the Ingenier afiigned them their Work, The Enemy by 
this time having taken the Allarrae, came and lodged themfclves 
upon our Old Line, betwixt James and Monmouth- Forts , from 
whence they plyed us very warmly with their Small-(hot,the place 
lying wholly open to it * but our Men, encouraged by our Gover- 
nor, who Commanded upon the Spott, notwithftanding the 
{harpnefs of the Service, went through with it 5 In the mean 
time fmall Parties were drawn out of the feveral Battalions, who 
advancing to the very Line where the Enemy was lodged, for- 
ced them thence * in which Service, a Party of Grenadiers , 
Commanded by Captain Hodges , behaved themfelves very 
bravely. Thefe Detachments were relieved by others, by which 
means the Enemy was conftantly entertained, and our Works 
went onchearfully.By Night we had Intrenched and Stockaded in 
as much Ground, as received joo men, who were lodged there , 
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Commanded by L«. Colonel Sackpil/e (my Lord Ptimoutb,my Lord 
Mordant , and moft of the Gentlemen Volunteers bearing him 
company ) Lieutenant-Colonel Talmajb, Captain Kirks. , Cap- 
tain Lockart, Captain St. Johns, &c. commanding under him. 
In this days Action we had j men killed, 13 wounded * of the 
Horfe feveral werefhot in their Arms * and the Moors permitted us 
to retire without giving us any difturbancc. 

The a 1, we marched out as early as tne day before, with this 
difference only, that Major Boynton commanded a Battalion in 
the Field, and Captain Giles in the Place of Arms before Cathe- 
rine-Port'-, having pofted the feveral Battaliqns, we profecutcd 
our Works within our new Intrenchmcnt by Winds, Parrapets, 
and performing other Services for the ftrerigthening the place, 
and fecuringour men 5 We pofteft our (elves of thole Advanced- 
Pofts from whence the Enemy annoyed us at our Work. We al- 
io took pofleffion of a Line on the right of PoIc-Fort,wherc the E- 
nemy had pitched theirColours with very little lofsjand the ground 
we gained we kept * and in order to thefceuring our new Works, 
we began a Line from Pole-Fort, to the Left , t<- vard Brid&es* 
Forth this day and the day before feveral of the Enemies Horfe 
and Foot were killed 5 of ours 7 were (lain, and 1$ wounded 5 
of the Horfe feveral were (hot in their Arms, and two Horfes 
killed, and two more difabled 5 This night Major Hacks* had the 
Guard in our New- Work At Pole- Fort, Captain Hodges, Captain 
Loudy, Captain Hume, &c. commanding under him. 

The 22, we marched out early as before, taking PoiTeffion 
of the Ground, as formerly, by DetachementS from our Battali* 
ons, a Party of Grenadiers of Vice-Admiral Herbert's Men being 
pofted upon the Ground of Monmouth Fort. Some of the Moors 
Horfe advanced very reibiutely to the very Line where our Men 
were Lodged , but were repirifed, and feveral oT them killed* 
Several of the Scotch Grenadiers,who were very diftive and daring, 
advancing to the Sand-Hills a little too far, and mixing with the 
Moors, were fome of them killed, and others advancing to their 
relief, were likewife hard put to it. All this day the Enemy kept 
us in much Action, they preffing cur Advanced-Parties very much 
who were affifted and fuftained by the Horfe,and maintained their 
Ground till night, when it was thought fit they (hould retire* 
and that they might thefcetter doit,our Govcrnor,who perceiving 
the Enemies ftrength to be encreafed, as well by the number oT 
Colours that appeared, as by their preffing us more this day than 
they had done hitherto, conjectured they would make fome brisk 
Attempt upon our Retreat, provided for it by commanding Ma- 
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tor Hacket with a Party tofuftain the Rear, which proved of ad- 
mirable ufe to us 5 for the Moors upon our retiring, immediately 
advanced, and came over our Lines, but were fo well received 
by Major Hacket, that they foor* retreated. In the Evening Vice- 
Admiral Herbert planted twoDemy-Culverins at his Port, which 
did good Service j this day we had 8 Men killed , and a® 

wounded. 

Thus you have an Account of thefe three days proceedings, in 
which our Governor has (hown as much Military Skill as Reifo- 
nal Bravery, t 

Vice-Admiral Herbert on this , as on all other occafions , 
has given Proofs of his Courage and Conduft. Major Beckptan 
has ihown himfelf a ftout and able Man in his Profeiiion 5 Lit u- 
tenant-Colonel sackpiffe, Lieutenant-Colonel Taltuajb, Major 
Hacket, Captain Falirj, Captain Kirk?, Lieutenant Bridgentan, 
and Lieutenant Fite-Patricke* and all the other Officers as well 
Englijh as scotch, have behaved themfelves like brave and gal- 
lant Men * and all theSoldiers in general that were in the AcYion* 
deferve a like Commendation : The Centkmen Volunteers have 
likewife approved themfelves Men of Courage 5 And the Earl of 
PlimoHtb and the Lord Mordant , did ndt let any Adtionpafi 
cither on Foot or Horieback, in Which they had not a (hare. 
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
